Berlin, April 18—The balloon D 
litzsch, belonging to the Bitterflold 
Aero club, was struck by lightning 
during a violent storm. The four oc­ 
cupants were killed. The exact cir­ 
cumstances of the catastrophe can 
never be known, for the only evi­ 
dences are the wrecked balloon and 
the shattered bodies of th e men who 
met their late unseen, without the 
possibility of human help. 
Herr Luft. a Bittertield merchant 
and an experienced amateur balloon 
ist; 
l’ilot 
Luest hearing, 
an 
txpe”t 
aeronaut, and two Leipzig merchant - 
named Graupner and Hoecker were 
the victims of the accident. 
The bag of the balloon was ripped 
and tattered in an amazing tashion. 
It was hanging in a tree, through the 
boughs of which the men had evident­ 
ly fallen. 
The smashed car of the 
balloon was near by. 
From tlie condition of the bodies 
and 
the 
deep 
depressions 
in 
the 
ground it was evident they had fallen 
from a great height. It also became 
evident on examination that the acci­ 
dent w as due to lightning striking the 
balloon. 
Whether it killed the occu­ 
pants is not certain, but there was 
sufficient indications to encourage the 
belief they were spared the awful ex­ 
perience of falling alive to death. 
The disaster, tollowing others that 
has lately happened in Germany, in­ 
cidentally illustrates the enormous im­ 
petus given to aeronautics in the em­ 
pire. Initially due to Count Zeppe­ 
lin’s example.
